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THE SAME MIXTURE AS BEFORE 

HE Ministry of Education has recently issued revised regulations for 

school building projects, and probably the first thing which architects and 
contractors experienced in this field look through the circulars to find is 
whether the Ministry allows any alteration in the cost limits. These are to 
remain at the figures of £154 and £264 per cost place for primary and secondary 
schools respectively, qualified by the statement that ‘there is ample evidence 
that at the present time schools which satisfy the requirements of the building 
regulations and which are of good quality construction and finish can still be 
built within the current limits of net cost per place.’ 

That this continues to be the position is certainly a case of good fortune, 
if not for congratulation, for as is well known the field of school building is 
one of the few cases where costs have held their own in relation to the value 
of the building provided, even though building costs have risen during the 
successive years. 

Contractors experienced in this field of work have commented from time 
to time that the reason for the low prices is often the diminished volume of 
work available and, hence, the closer competitive tendering allied, perhaps, 
to higher output in terms of labour employed as a result of a certain amount 
of unemployment in the industry, and the utilisation of mechanical plant, work 
study, and the like. 

We have heard many times that the building industry operates on a 
comparatively low profit margin, compared with other industries, and whilst 
the statement of the Ministry of Education might be satisfactory to us as tax 
payers it is more Open to question whether it is healthy for the industry as 
a whole. One cannot help feeling when the effects of the Government policy 
in determining a greater capital expenditure come to be felt at the time of 
tendering, it is not unlikely that some upward adjustments of cost limits will 
have to be made. Although the architects have been able to reduce the floor 
area, utilise space two or three times over, and reduce surface finishes, floor 
finishes and exterior treatments to the minimum, the question of the long- 
term maintenance of these buildings, if costs are reduced further, is one 
which must be worrying education authorities over the country as a whole, 
particularly bearing in mind the fact that allocations for education now come 
out of the Block Grant. 

All will agree that the changes in the circulars, although minor, are based 
on experience of the working of the regulations over the years, and they result 
in the disappearance of certain educational jargon like ‘form entry.” They 
permit greater flexibility particularly in the field of secondary schools, in 
allowing for finer adjustment of the teaching areas, which is probably brought 
about by the fact that, the main bulk of the school building having been 
completed, the programme for the modernisation of existing schools is 
obviously a problem which must now be tackled. 

In primary schools, the same minimum teaching areas will be required 
for a given number of pupils, but changes to the area of the Assembly Halls 
and the re-introduction of the requirement of a hall for infant schools with 
100 or more pupils will certainly be welcomed by head teachers who have 
been very critical of the omission of what they consider to be an essential 
requirement. 

Dealing with the cost limits of the school, the Minister suggests these 
should apply to the 1960-61 programme, although education authorities can 
apply them to earlier projects if they wish. The adjustments whereby the 
proportion of pupils over the age of 15 years is catered for shows that the 
Minister has softened his heart somewhat in providing for this vital element. 

The very vexed question of building schools in stages is not dealt with in 
the new circular. Although allowances are still made for building in instal- 
ments, the Ministry has not increased the allowance for the first stage to 
that which those experienced in these problems find so essential. 

Altogether, the new information is the same mixture as before, with the 
addition of neither sugar nor gall.

Selling a House 


R. D. NOEL DRAYCOTT, a Times 
reader who, according to himself, is 

purchasing a semi-detached house of 
about £2,500 in the neighbourhood of 
London, has been making some investi- 
gation into the meaning of phrases used 
by builders and house-agents to describe 
their ‘desirable residences.’ Here are 
some results of his research: 

‘Embodies many contemporary features’ 

—windows slightly larger than last year’s 

version and the picture rail is dispensed 

with. 

* Fully-fitted kitchen’—plenty of shelves 

and cupboards but no space for the ade- 

quate siting of washing machine, refrigera- 

tor and other appliances. 

‘ Attractively laid-out estate ’—the builder 

is not quite sure of the direction from 

which the sun shines but compromises by 

facing a few houses in all directions. — 

* Architect-design ’ a most convenient 

phrase . . . used to describe an Edwardian 

cottage type and a multitude of designs 

regardless of surroundings. 
‘It appears, complains this correspon- 
dent, ‘ that most speculative builders have 
not seen any issue of an architectural 
magazine since before the last war, and 
the large amount of research on new 
building methods has been merely for the 
benefit of a few enlightened councils.’

Human nature being what it is, house- 
builders and house-agents know perfectly 
well that most people indulge in what O. 
Henry calls ‘little pork-chop and onions 
dreams ’ when it comes to buying a house;

than any amount of talk about insulated 
roofs or a decent bit of bricklaying. Being, 
for the most part, an honest and sensible 
person, the successful house-builder is he 
who, making a proper use of an archi- 
tect’s services, turns out a sound job in 
which a surprising amount of applied 
research can be found, but who does not 
dissuade his sales side from intoning 
the grand old patter about ‘ contemporary 
features’ and ‘veritable suntrap style,’ 
without which the average arts-shy Eng- 
lishman finds it hard to feel at home.

IN ONE THING though, Mr. Draycott is 
right—it is time the patter changed; per- 
haps he would care to suggest some alter- 
native phrases suitable to our day. And 
if at the same time he would take a pot- 
shot at some other time-honoured agents’ 
phrases such as ‘ blue-printed for satisfac- 
tion,’ ‘favourite village’ and ‘ designed 
for gracious living’ he would earn our 
gratitude at least. 


Architecture at the RBA 


IT 1s excellent that the Royal Society of 
British Artists has continued last year’s in- 
novation of an Architecture Room for 
this year’s 231st Exhibition, at its Suffolk- 
street Galleries until June 27, writes Basil 
Marriott. Too many architects pretend 
that they haven't time for art exhibitions, 
and one suspects that most painters and 
sculptors reciprocate. For both, as well 
as the interested layman (if such still 
exists), the combination is invaluable. 

Again the RBA’s selection is perhaps 
more notable for the variety of presenta- 
tion media—models, photographs plain 
and coloured and the more conventional 
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rendered  perspectives—than for a 
universally high level of architecture. May 
I suggest that the draughtsman’s name 
might therefore be included in the cata- 
logue, as it ought to be in the Royal 
Academy’s; and in this connexion particu- 
larly mention Peter Sainsbury’s drawing 
of Norman & Dawbarn’s Makerere 
College Library.

THE CENTREPIECE of the room, where 
many exhibits are already familiar 


through the professional publications, is 
the model of the Jinnah Mausoleum, 
Karachi, by Raglan Squire & Partners. 
Denis Clarke Hall’s St. Michael’s Church, 
Welwyn Garden City, is a welcome 
reminder of an excellent design, though 
both model and photogravhs of it seem 
superfluous. I very much liked the framed 
and glazed *‘ picture’ block-plan of James 
Cubitt & Partners’ proposed University of 
Nigeria. A highly evocative photograph 
is of the Architects’ Co-Partnership’s 
Housing for the Nigerian Ports Authority, 
and other representative projects are their 
Birley Grammar School Science Wing 
and Norman & Dawbarn’s School at West 
Drayton.

Chelsea Flower Show 


ARCHITECTS have not got a good repu- 
tation for green fingers, nor for leaving 
their buildings in a pleasant garden. A 
sea of concrete or a desert of rubble 
are common descriptions. However, an 
increasing number of architects in this 
country are showing interest in landscape 
architecture. 

When Humphry Repton, towards the 
end of the 18th century, described him- 
self as a professional landscape gardener, 
thus first using the word ‘landscape,’ it 
meant a very different thing to what it 
does today. The opportunities for land- 
scape architecture are extremely few but 
for garden architecture are many and it 
is as garden architect that Gunther Hey- 
denreich, of Hanover, so describes him- 
self. Herr Heydenreich has _ been 
responsible for the most brilliant design 
display seen at Chelsea for a consider- 
able number of years, in his work in con- 
nection with the exhibit from a group of 
German growers.

EXHIBITORS in the garden layout section 
included only seven architects or archi- 
tectural offices and once again models of 
London’s Park Lane improvement 
scheme were shown.

AN ARCHITECT AT LARGE IN THE MIDLANDS 


I—On the Way to Coventry 
By Arihur W. Kenyon, CBE, FRIBA 


WHEN. some weeks ago, idle fancy and 
the first touch of Spring tempted me 
away from my drawing board to spend 
time calling on my country colleagues in 
the South, I had little more than an 
inquiring mind and good intentions to 
guide my journey. As I went on my way, 
however, I found increasing interest in 
noting the attitude of architects and builders 
towards the work they do and the people 
for whom they do it, and not least towards 
the profession and industry which they 
serve. I found a diversity of views, as one 
would expect, but I also observed recurring 
themes of interest, and as I moved from 
place to place I thought I began to see a 
basic pattern in the lives of people who 
devote their time and energies to raising 
new buildings. 

But serious as my conversations were and 
enlightening as my colleagues endeavoured 
to be in introducing me to their work, | 
could not pretend that my impressions from 
a few days’ intensive visiting could be any- 
thing but superficial, and I could not 
presume to have arrived at any profound 
conclusions after such a casual round of 
visits. Indeed, my whole idea was to travel 
hopefully rather than to arrive, but subse- 
quent reflection has caused me to ponder 
on two aspects of what I found, both of 
which have given me food for much quiet 
thought and pleasure. One was that 
nowhere did I find indifference to the job 
in hand, and the second, that I did not 
leave one encounter, even the briefest, 
without feeling that there had been mutual 
profit and pleasure in it. 

Lord Attlee, in his great wisdom, said 
the other day that while he was all for 
summit conferences he sometimes thought 
a bit of moving about in the foothills among 
the smaller powers might be equally useful, 
and it is just this foothill movement that 
I feel I would like to promote. I like the 


idea of people meeting together to talk 
seriously about their work, without agendas 
and in the 


and without axes to grind; 








faith that good can come out of such 
meetings, I determined to set off on my 
journeyings once more, this time nosing 
North instead of South from Marble Arch. 

I had had my taste of rural England with 
market towns, medieval buildings and 
country practices. Now for Coventry with 
its motor car industry, its twentieth-century 
cathedral and modern town planning. Our 
way took us through the man-made country 
of England. Nature had done her very best 
with early blossom and stretches of green 
pasture, but the designers of indifferent 
buildings with which the route is littered 
had taken no account of nature’s best. 
Endless streams of traffic lined the roads, 
and as we stuck in a mighty traffic jam in 
the ancient town of St. Albans I thought 
about the Romans who had first cut these 
ways through the countryside of Britain. 
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arranged in the C. Spry convention. I 
thought sadly of the bunches of country 
flowers which adorned the inns of my youth 
where a cocktail was something to do with 
poultry. In other country hotels which I 
visited I even found studied floral effects 
in which artificial and real blooms had been 
carefully mingled. 

But if hostelry was to be my study, 
Coventry had something all ready and 
waiting to show me, for this was to be my 
first visit to the Hotel Leofric, and the 
Hotel Leofric is certainly something in 
hotels by our standards. It is unfortunate 
that the entrances are poor, for otherwise 
allis perfection. It is difficult for a motorist 
to find where he can pull in his car, and 
when he does eventually step out of it he 
must mount a staircase or go by lift to 
reach the reception desk. Now Iam told 
by those who know me best that I only 
have to appear in sight of a lift of any make 
for it to display its full range of idiosyn- 
crasies. The lifts at the Hotel Leofric are 
very magnificent indeed, but we did have 
to go up and down several times in a fruit- 
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Through Dunstable and along Watling 
Street to Stony Stratford and Towcester 
the road heads dead straight for where the 
ancient Romans intended it to go, and it is 
still a marvel to be wondered at that they 
cut their way through the forests of England 
to give us roads which we still use today. 

The old coaching inn known as the * Dun 
Cow’ at Dunchurch provides lunch for 
eight shillings and sixpence, a bright cock- 
tail bar, and artificial flowers carefully 





less endeavour to arrive at the third floor. 
until even the lift boy gave in and suggested 
we tried another—which only goes to prove 
that you must always order lifts in pairs. 

The Hotel Leofric, named after Lady 
Godiva’s husband, designed by W. S. 
HATTRELL and Partners in collaboration 
with the architect's department of Ind, 
Coope & Allsopp and built by Sir Ropert 
MCALPINE & Sons in fourteen months, has 
the highest marks I can give it for a first- 
class hotel of distinction. It reminded me 
very much of some of the fine modern 
hotels I have seen in Naples. England has 
so far been parsimonious in the design and 
equipment of hotels, and this hotel in a 
provincial town may well have set a new 
standard. It could even become the proto- 
type, since all too many of us, alas, are 
followers and copyists where others have 
led the way, rather than seekers after new 
solutions. The passing thought occurred 
to me here that if hotels must inevitably 
use ash trays which advertise brands of 
cigarettes and beer, is it not time the Coun- 
cil of Industrial Design took a hand and 
induced the advertisers to abandon the 
ugly objects which at present litter hotel 
bars and well-set dining tables ? Even at 
the Leofric ! 

But I had not come to Coventry to study 
ash trays. I had come to look at Coventry 
and what I saw took me by surprise. I had 
heard and read about Coventry since the 
war, and I had seen illustrations of the 
redevelopment of the town, but nothing | 
had heard or read or seen had conveyed to 
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me the revolution 
which has taken place 
there. I was both de- 
lighted and excited 
by what I saw. 
Though the architec- 
ture is modern, it is 
also medieval in char- 
acter, and I found the 
precincts reminiscent 
of the London 
squares. The experi- 
ment in Coventry requires everyone’s co- 
operation, but unfortunately the process of 
education is slow, and on a Saturday after- 
noon I found the shopping precinct litter- 
strewn and nobody appeared to care. But 
no doubt in time the citizens of Coventry 
will learn to take a proper pride in their new 
city. The whole place to me was fascin- 
ating and scintillating, grouped together as 
it is in a tightly-knit whole. It will certainly 
have an influence on modern town plan- 
ning, and full credit must be given to 
DONALD GIBSON for taking the brunt of the 
early pioneering and for the success it has 
achieved. 

ARTHUR LING, the City Architect, had 
been most co-operative in making arrange- 
ments for me to see as much as possible 
and meet as many people as possible in a 
short space of time, and Mr. W. KRETCHMER, 
an enthusiast on his staff, very kindly gave 
up his Sunday morning to showing me not 
only the new part of the town but also the 
new communities outside, with houses, 
shopping centres, churches, schools, work- 
ing men’s clubs, etc. These follow very 
much the pattern of the neighbourhood 
units in our new towns. They are quite a 
distance from the centre of the town, with a 
very wide stretch of green belt lying be- 
tween. The people who live in these areas 
work in the large factories on the fringe of 
the town. 

I was interested to learn from Mr. 
Kretchmer that the silks and ribbons for 
which Coventry was once famous used to be 
made on the top floor of the three-storey 
houses, some of which are still to be seen 
in the town. This floor was made into one 
room running the full depth of the house, 
the family working in it and living under 
the shop instead of over it in the more 
familiar idiom. At a later period these rooms 
were fitted up as workshops where bicycle 
and watch parts were made. The houses 
were built in terraces and one of the most 
famous is now run by J. J. Cash Ltd., in 
Cash’s Lane. It has no particular archi- 
tectural style or merit, yet it has dignity and 
tidy simplicity. It might well have been 
designed by one of the railway engineers, 
for it has a brick gothic flavour so often 
adopted in those days by the engineer/ 
architect whose work I suspect we shall 
begin to admire as time goes by. I must 
not forget to say that these buildings were 
known as * Top Shops.’

Informal Meeting 


I can think of no pleasanter way of 
passing an evening after a day in Coventry 
than by driving out to Warwick to be enter- 
tained by Arthur Ling and his wife, who had 
kindly and most considerately invited two 
local architects in to meet me. I felt 
greatly privileged to have the opportunity 
of meeting them in this pleasant, informal

way. Guy SILK, an old AA boy, runs an 
old-established practice in Leamington, and 
Denys HINTON, a new AA boy, is starting 
up a new practice there, whilst also teaching 
at the Birmingham School. Our gathering 
was a mixed one and the keen interest of the 
architect’s wife in the affairs and fortunes 
of her husband’s practice revealed itself as 
always. 

Coventry is fortunate in having Arthur 
Ling to guide its architecture at this stage 
in its development. He has concerned him- 
self with the speculative builder’s interests 
and he has taken up the matter of design 
with the local federation, and he has had 
Eric Lyons there to talk to them. Asa 
result of his efforts, it is said that Coventry 
is becoming architect-conscious. The 
builders are collaborating happily with 
him, which pleased me very much, and I 
believe we should all be grateful to him for 
his advancement of the common cause. I 
believe he has done a service to architects, 
builders and City Council alike, an im- 
pression in which I was confirmed when I 
saw the model which he has made of the 
new Coventry which is one day to be. 


A Wartime Factory 


Before meeting more people concerned 
with the all-absorbing subject of rebuilding 
in Coventry, it seemed appropriate for me 
to learn something of the industry which 
employs fifty per cent of its population. I 
took the opportunity of seeing the Humber 
Works, where I was given a very warm 
reception and a great deal of information 
by Mr. Wess of the Rootes Group. You 
could hardly call this a factory, for it is a 
large assembly shop of over 1,000,000 sq. ft. 
It is just outside Coventry and the people 
working there are taken to and from their 
work by Corporation buses—that is, the 
ones who do not come in their own cars. 
It is a wartime building entirely on one 
floor with large span steel roof trusses 
leaving vast open spaces for assembly, and 
as one car per minute is turned out, it is not 
difficult to see that this space is very essen- 
tial. The whole organisation had the 
appearance of an efficient, smooth-running, 
well-oiled machine, and I could not help 
but wonder whether the whole thing would 
stop if one proverbial spanner were appro- 
priately dropped. It is one of the anomalies 
of the motor car industry that well-designed, 
streamlined and _ beautifully finished, 
smooth-running machines can come out of 
these uninspiring buildings, and this seems 
particularly incongruous in the modern 
environment of Coventry. I like to think 
that the industry which has given the lead 
in so much will one day add to its fame by 
giving the lead in industrial architecture. 

After this brief glimpse of the motor car 
industry at its efficient best, I returned to 
the main object of my investigations with a 
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little trepidation, wondering whether the 
best of us in the building industry could 
equal this quality of excellence. But I had 
for my next appointment RoLF HELLBERG, 
whose enthusiasm, keen interest and wide 
knowledge, soon dispelled any temporary 
misgivings | might have had about com- 
petence in our own field of operation. 
Hellberg took me over the store which he 
designed for Owen Owens of which 
Coventry is justly proud. It sits harmon- 
iously in the pattern of its surroundings, 
and although the design itself is individual, 
it leaves no doubt in one’s mind that it is a 
store. Hellberg has travelled widely to 
study his problem, and it is apparent that a 
vast amount of knowledge has gone into his 
planning. 


Spirit of Enthusiasm 

Arthur Ling, untiring in his efforts to 
help me in the purpose of my visit, had 
collected together for me a group con- 
sisting of E. C. Harris of E. Harris & Son, 
building contractors ; D. AUCHTERLOUNIE, 
a quantity surveyor who used to work in the 
City office but is now with the building firm 
of W. H, Jones & Son, Ltd. ; DouaGias 
OLiverR, Vice-chairman of the Coventry 
Society of Architects, and A. H. GARDNER, 
practising in Coventry. Rolf Hellberg also 
joined us and together we talked building 
and more building. To a man, they were 
keen and enthusiastic about their work, 
with no grumbles, but full of ideas for 
improving the industry, and for the short 
time at our disposal they piled their ideas 
in on me good and hard. I wish I could 
recapitulate all the ground we covered. We 
discussed the training of foremen and it 
was generally agreed that they required 
additional technical training as well as 
their ordinary practical work if they were 
to be fitted for the new techniques. The 
clerk of works too came under review, and 
we all agreed that he must be a man of 
higher technical and general education and 
that his present status is far too low and 
commensurate with a low salary. In dis- 
cussing site meetings, a suggestion was made 
which appealed to me very much, namely 
that a regular high-level policy meeting 
should be held with the client present, as 
well as the ordinary working site meeting, 
I was told that this had been found to 
work excellently, even on quite small jobs, 
and I began to think of cases where troubles 
might have been avoided had such meetings 
taken place. 


I had only time for the briefest look at 
the new cathedral site, but until the work is 
a good deal further advanced it is difficult 
to assess its effect on the town. But it is 
good to know that amidst all this new 
building, a new cathedral is also taking 
shape. 


I left Coventry, a town of 270,000 in- 
habitants, feeling that the architectural and 
building professions were in a very healthy 
and vigorous condition indeed. No 
touch of the sleepy, provincial practice 
about what I found, but it did occur to me 
that there were one or two sleepy London 
practices which could learn a lot in 
Coventry.

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CORRESPONDENCE 
Building Societies and House Design 
To the Editor of The Builder 


IR,—Recently you very kindly pub- 
lished a letter of mine drawing atten- 
tion to the fact that building societies 
will not be doing their duty to tneir 
investors if they continue to put money 
entrusted to them in outmoded houses in 
the mistaken belief that they are playing 
safe. Furthermore, that the policies of 
nearly all building societies, from the 
design standpoint, are out of date and 
badly need re-orientating, and that one of 
the best ways to do this is from the 
‘inside ” i.e., by having architects elected 
to the Board of Directors; they are con- 
spicuous by their aosence in nearly all our 
building societies. 

By doing this such directors could press 
the many advantages of architect-designed 
and -supervised buildings and thus obtain 
better houses for the owners and better 
security for the societies, to say nothing of 
providing work for the architectural profes- 
sion. To this end, I suggested the formation 
of a group of architect investors, and have 
invited such persons to contact me giving 
the names of the societies in which they have 
funds invested, so that a meeting can be 
called to discuss the next step to take in 
dealing with this very important matter. 


In consequence of the above, I have 
received a number of letters in agreement 
with these proposals, and would now sug- 
gest, in crder to reduce correspondence, 
that architect investors themselves send me 
lists of other investors for the collection of 
information, prior to calling a meeting.

Planning for the Motor Age 


To the Editor of The Builder 

IR,—The ‘circulation’ and other 

problems of the ‘Universal Car 
Age’ which is now upon us are largely 
due to the short-sighted and parsimonious 
roads policy of pre- and _ post-war 
governments. 

This fact should be borne in mind when 
considering the confusing and sometimes 
despairing views expressed in Press and radio 
discussions on the subject. One should not 
expect the consequences of many years of 
apathy and neglect to be put right, as it 
were, overnight; but it may well be asked 
whether, in view of the estimated doubling 
of motor transport in the next ten years, 
present plans are commensurate with this 
formidable increase. 


Some seem to doubt whether any plans 
can be effective. Mr. Maxwell Fry, for 
instance, has recently suggested that if 
chaos is to be avoided large numbers of 
people must be legally prevented from 
possessing cars. How discrimination could 
be fairly exercised among the hordes of 
claimants for preferential treatment is not 
clear, and in any case such a policy of des- 
pair, which would not only cause a social 
upheaval by killing the hopes of a fuller 
life for a large section of the community but 
also deal a deadly blow to one of our most 
flourishing industries, could be adopted 


only after every likely remedy had failed. 
The fact is, of course, that the remedies have 
not yet been properly or fully enough 
applied, particularly in combination, though 
the Ministry of Transport is beginning to 
adopt some of them (e.g., in the rebuilding 
of the Kingston By-pass). 


The general requirements are. well known. 
We want more and better planned arterial 
and other roads, allowing a free flow of 
traffic, more parking accommodation 
underground, on the surface and in multi- 
storey buildings—more private garages in the 
older suburbs to stop front-garden and kerb- 
side parking, better planned urban central 
areas with all new buildings absorbing their 
own cars, more pedestrian precincts, more 
segregation of pedestrian and motor traffic 

all this and much else, with a full regard 
for the amenities. 


The physical problem is _ formidable 
enough, but there can be no doubt that the 
professional, contracting, labour and 
material resources are, or could be, made 
adequate to the task. The real problem is 
how to get all these forces to work at their 
full potential. The doubts are whether the 
finance will be provided and whether govern- 
ment, national and local, is equipped or has 
the essential drive for so tremendous an 
undertaking. 


We are now spending about £60 millions 
a year on the roads, a sum which the experts 
claim to be hopelessly inadequate. It seems 
clear that we shall have to change our atti- 
tude to expenditure of this kind and regard 
it as an investment. Though no tangible 
return can be expected on much of it, a 
good deal, perhaps all, could be indirectly 
recovered in a matter of years through the 
elimination of waste—of time and all the 
things that go with it—to say nothing of the 
prevention of accidents and the saving of 
life on the roads. 


Our present timid policy falls far short 
of the requirements. We are almost cer- 
tainly drifting towards an appalling state of 
congestion on the roads which may result 
in Mr. Fry’s pessimistic forebodings being 
realised. We can only hope that the 
Government will appreciate the seriousness 
of the outlook and act boldly and decisively 
while there is yet time.

FATIGUE OF ENGINEERING 
STRUCTURES 
Committee to Review Research 
Needs 


A COMMITTEE to review current research 
needs on the fatigue of engineering struc- 
tures and to survey existing research facili- 
ties, has been set up by the Council for 
Scientific and Industrial Research following 
an approach from the Institution of Civil 
Engineers. The committee will not include 
aircraft structures, reinforced concrete struc- 
tures, or metal physics in the scope of their 
review, though information gained in these 
fields will be used. 

Professor Sir Alfred Pugsiey, of the 
Department of Civil Engineering, Bristo] 
University, has been appointed chairman. 
The other members of the committee are: 
Sir Donald G. Bailey, Mr. T. Baldwin, Mr. 
H. L. Cox, Mr. O. A. Kerensky, Mr. H. M. 
Pemberton, Mr. C. E. Phillips, Professor S.C 
Redshaw, Dr. P. B. Walker and Dr. R. Weck. 

The committee’s terms of reference are: 
‘To review current research needs on fati- 
gue of engineering structures (metal), to 
survey existing research facilities and to 
make recommendations to the Department of 
Scientific and Industrial Research.’ 

The committee is interested in examining 
records of failures or accidents which might 
have been due to structural fatigue, even 
if fatigue was not recognised as the initial 
cause. Such information may be helpful in 
revealing areas in which further research 
work is needed.

HE firm’s original premises, known as Queen’s 

Buildings, which extended from Houndwell to East- 
street, and also included a large furniture store on the 
south side of East-street, were destroyed by enemy action 
in 1940. All that remained was the basement east of the 
p2destrian way known as * The Cut’, the boiler house, 
and the Chapel block. 

It was decided to continue trading as soon as possible, 
and a temporary ground floor showroom was erected over 
the eastern half of the site, with a staircase to make use 
of the original storage basement for trading. A large 
showroom with north-light factory roofing and a 
restaurant was constructed, and the firm has traded in 
these buildings ever since.

At the same time, a goods dock was erected on the 
western half of the site to join the temporary showroom 
building to the remaining Chapel block and boiler house, 
leaving a flat vacant site facing East-street, and a vacant 
site to the north, already at basement level. 

After the war, it was necessary to proceed as soon as 
possible with rebuilding on a large scale. Consideration 
was given to many schemes and it was eventually decided 
to rebuild on three floors on the western half of the Queen’s 
Buildings site, and to improve and renovate the temporary 
showroom, leaving the car park site undeveloped. 

_ The work has been divided into three main stages. The 
first stage was the construction of the basement and boiler 
house on the northern half of the vacant site, facing

Houndwell. The second stage was the construction of 
further basement areas, retaining walls, stanchion bases 
and foundations ; the erection of the whole of the steel 
frame and the concrete encasures, floor slabs, roof and 
staircases. The third and final stage comprised all work 
necessary to complete the new building around this 
framework, and was known as the superstructure contract. 
Section one, which was commenced in January, 1955, 
included the new boiler house and deep basement, and 
also nine bays of steelwork over an area 90 ft. x 90 ft.. 
taken to the full height of the new building. This frame- 
work was rapidly encased, floored and roofed, and the 
walls clad in a temporary manner with windows and 
asbestos sheeting. Temporary display windows and a 
public entrance were formed facing Houndwell, and this 
section was occupied for trading in September, 1956.

The overlapping second section commenced in May, 
1956. The new steel frame was erected rapidly as bases 
were made ready, and by June, 1957, the whole of stage 
two had been completed, except for the 35 ft. wide bay of 
steelwork along the east flank of the new building, which 
was to overlap the old showroom. At this time, in situ 
reinforced concrete floors and roof slabs were being con- 
structed, also concrete encasures to steel beams and 
columns and reinforced concrete staircases. 

The general contractors for the superstructure took over 
the site in July, 1957, on a fixed price contract scheduled 
to be completed on March 14, 1959. 

The new building is steel-framed and encased in concrete. 
Floors and roof slab are of in situ reinforced concrete, 
chosen to give maximum flexibility for future re-planning 
involving holes through floors or redistribution of loads.

The steel has been designed to allow extensions on the 
east side, and for a further storey on the roof, if required. 
Staircases are of reinforced concrete supported on steel 
rakers. 

Main wails are 20 in. thick brick cavity walls, with delta 
metal wall ties, faced with golden brown hand-made 
bricks, and the window mullions and surrounds are of 
Portland stone. The wide overhanging coping is of 
reinforced concrete faced to match the stonework, as is 
the large cill below the windows. 

Windows are purpose-made galvanised steel and the 
panels between are faced with green faience slabs cramped 
to 9 in. brick backings with copper cramps and dowels. 

Inside the building, flush plaster tile ceilings give a clean 
appearance, and all tiles are easily removable to give 
access to services within the ceiling spaces. Column 
casings are large, as most of them house pipes, but the 
use of fluted oak and smooth veneer on alternate sides has 
reduced the apparent bulk. The veneered sides are 
removable for access to pipes and services. 

The four escalators give full service up and down the 
building, and are planned to give continuous movement 
by simply turning to the left or right. Staircases are 
positioned for easy access to all floors and wall tiling was 
chosen for colour and ease of maintenance. The two 
passenger lifts give additional access to the upper floors. 

Heating is by means of heater cabinets under windows 
around the two upper floors, and also large heater units 
concealed in the dropped ceilings over the escalators, 
which blow warm air horizontally across the showroom 
areas. At ground floor level, heating is provided by large 


warm-air units at each entrance which provide comfortable 
vestibules and heat the areas inside the showrooms, whilst 
further heaters are housed in the escalator ceiling. 


The renovated single storey showroom now has a new 
flush ceiling of ‘Asbestolux ’ tiles with plywood egg-crating 
under rooflights. The columns have been encased to 
match the new building, and the customers’ toilets near 
the restaurant have been completely modernized. A new 
ladies’ powder room is also incorporated off the first floor 
of the new building. 


The staff of over 1,000 are now provided with ample 
cloakroom and lavatory accommodation and there is a 
large staff canteen on the top floor overlooking the park. 
The offices, workrooms, bakery, telephone exchange and 
display studios are housed in the mezzanine bay on the 
east side of the new building, and these three floors are 
served by the two goods lifts, as well as the two showroom 
floors at different levels. 

Goods arriving at the East-street goods dock are sent 
to the basement by lift from the goods platform, and the 
merchandise is then handled and checked in the large 
basement under the old showroom, and additional areas 
under the northern portion of the new building, before 
being taken in the two large lifts to the trading areas on 
three floors above. Goods for despatch arrive by lift in 
the basement, and are then held, packed, and despatched 
via the East-street goods dock. At the north end of the 
basement, there is a large section for food stock, packing 
and preparation, serving the new food hall on the floor 
above.

CG HARTS on this and facing page show 

(Chart A) the fluctuations in Wages 
and Building Costs from 1914 to date, and 
(Chart B) the rise in Wages, Materials 
and Building Costs over the years 1939 
to 1959. They have been compiled by 
Mr. H. J. Venning, FRICS. 

The index is shown as standing at 365 
similar to that in 1958 because the 
February wage increase appears to have 
been absorbed by the industry. 

Although it is anticipated that the 
volume of work in 1959 will be greater 
than 1958, this does not seem to have 
made estimating less competitive. 

The index shown is an average for the 
ordinary run of building work but it 
should be realised that for alterations and 
repairs, etc., i.e., work with a high labour 
cost and where it is difficult to make 
proper use of machinery then the chart 
will not accurately reflect changes in the 
cost. The cost of such work does in fact 
more nearly follow the cost of the wages. 

Materials reached a peak in September, 
1957, and since then there has been a 
slight decline. 

The line showing Building Costs is in 
each case based on actual tenders for the 
normal run of building contracts. The 
line for Materials is based on the figures 
published by the Central Statistical Office. 
The line for Wages is based on a conven- 
tional average of one labourer to one 
craftsman, and takes account of the in- 
direct benefits as shown in the table. 

The line does not include anything to 
do with incentive payments.

HE church was built in 1932 to the 

design of the late Cecil Greewood Hare, 
of Bodley & Hare. To celebrate the 25th 
anniversary of its dedication, it was decided 
to carry out the work of compieting the 
adornment of the Sanctuary, redecoration 
of the church and the provision of a new 
organ. The work in the sanctuary and re- 
decoration were completed and dedicated 
by the Archbishop of Canterbury in 
October of 1957. The Sanctuary work con- 
sisted of a new reredos, sanctuary rails and 
screen. 

The provision of a new organ presented 
certain problems. In the first place it was 
known that the original planning of the 
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church envisaged the eventual placing of the 
organ in the west end. At that time a west 
end window was not included in the plan 
but one was subsequently incorporated as a 
memorial. It was essential that the design 
of the organ front should not appear as if 
split in two, whilst at the same time pre- 
serving the appearance of the window. This 
has been achieved by extending a raking 
canopy from the top of the existing gallery 
so that the speaking show pipes could be 
brought to the front of the existing recess. 
The large pipes are arranged either side of 
the recess and sweep back with side screens 
to the window, whilst smaller pipes, linked 
by a wrought metal screen, are carried 
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across the front. The console is placed at 
the east end of the church. The. raking 
canopy with decorated soffit also forms a 
baptistry over the existing font. 

Full advantage has been taken of using 
the pipes for composition and decorative 
effect. The pipes are of burnished and 
lacquered copper with white metal mouth- 
pieces ; the first time that large pipes of this 
material have been used in this country. 

The presence of HRH Princess Margaret 
at the dedication service on May 4, 1959 
has been commemorated by the incorpor- 
ation of a cartouche containing her cipher 
arranged on one of the finials to the 
pilasters under the canopy.

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JOINT CONSULTATION IN BUILDING 


Brick Shortage, Code of Tendering Procedure 


and Joint Training Under Discussion 


FIVHE National Joint Consultative Com- 

mittee of Architects, Quantity Sur- 
veyors and Builders conferred with the 
chairmen of the ten Regional Joint Con- 
sultative Committees on May 29. Mr. 
G. W. Grosvenor, CBE, was in the chair. 
Among the items discussed were the fol- 
lowing: 

Standard Form of Estimate for Nominated 
Sub-Contractors: The Conference was 
informed that the drafting of this document 
was almost completed: it was hoped to 
publish it shortly. 

Building and the Economic Situation 
Verbal reports submitted to the Conference 
suggested that although generally the amount 
of work both on architects’ drawing boards 
and on contractors’ order books showed a 
welcome improvement on 1958 there was still 
a shortage of works suitable for the smaller 
firms in some parts of the country, notably 
the rural areas of East Anglia and the South 
West. 

The Conference expressed concern at the 
serious shortage of bricks (particularly flet- 
tons) which had developed throughout the 


country, and it was felt that this shortage 
was due mainly to sudden changes in the 
official attitude towards capital investment 
in building works. The Conference there 
fore decided that the following resolution 


should be submitted to the Minister of 
Works: 
‘That this National Conference of 


architects, quantity surveyors and builders 
records grave concern at the nation-wide 
shortage of bricks which threatens to 
cause severe dislocation throughout the 
building industry. The Conference urges 
that (1) the Minister of Works should 
convene a meeting of the interests con- 
cerned to consider means of improving 
brick supplies, and (2) since the brick 
shortage appears to be the result of 
sudden changes in official policy towards 
building, the Government should 
encourage more long-term programmes of 
major building works similar to those 
recently announced by the Minister of 
Education.’

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News of the Week 


Chinese Architecture 


QO’ July 9 the RIBA will present an 
exhibition of 225 photographs, some 
in colour, of Chinese architecture. The 
exhibition has been prepared by the Asso- 
ciation of Chinese Architects and will 
remain on view until July 31 (Mon.-Fri. 
10-7: Sat. 10-5). 


The exhibition is in two sections. The 
major section will illustrate historical 
Chinese architecture and town-planning, a 
continuous tradition of more than 2,500 
years. A smaller section of the exhibition

Few give a fair 
day’s work in return for the sum they 
receive ; and in some of the trades the 
nature of the work turned out is very in- 
ferior to what it was twenty or thirty 
years ago. Parliament must soon take up 
the question, and appoint a committee to 
inquire into the regulations and working 
of these trades unions, their effect upon 
the working men, and their employers, 
and the influence they have upon trade.

IN PARLIAMENT

RECONSTRUCTION IN 
DOWNING-STREET 

logo Minister of Works, Mr. Hugh Mol- 

son, and his Parliamentary Secretary, 
Mr. Harmar Nicholls, were the first Ministers 
at the despatch box at question time when 
the House of Commons re-assembled after 
the Whitsun recess on June 2. 

Mr. MOoLson, questioned about progress 
with the proposals for the reconstruction of 
Nos. 10, 11 and 12 Downing-street, said that 
the Royal Fine Art Commission had been 
consulted about the proposals and had 
expressed itself well satisfied with the lines 
on which the architect was working. Mr. 
Erith was now developing his plans further. 

The Minister said that on the advice of 
the Historic Buildings Council for England, 
he had offered Brentford and Chiswick 
Borough Council a grant not exceeding 
£2,000 to meet 50 per cent of the cost of 
structural repairs to Boston Manor House, 
and he hoped this would enable them to 
restore the house and bring it back into use. 

In a statement on the proposed memorial 
to Marshal of the Royal Air Force the 
Viscount Trenchard, Mr. Molson said that 
the committee appointed to advise him on 
it had unanimously recommended that Mr. 
William McMillan should be commissioned 
to make a bronze statue of Lord Trenchard, 
that the statue should be sited in the gar- 
dens to be laid out on the river frontage of 
the new Air Ministry building in Whitehall, 
and that Mr. McMillan should work in con- 
junction with Sir Albert Richardson, who 
had very kindly offered to design the pedestal 
for the statue. Mr. Molson said he accepted 
these recommendations. 

Asked what further steps it was proposed 
to take to prevent the destruction of sche- 
du'ed monuments, Mr. NICHOLLS said: 
*The Ancient Monuments Board has recom- 
mended that, as a long-term project, all 
scheduled ancient monuments should be 
clearly marked, with the object of avoiding 
unintentional damage such as sometimes 
occurs, for instance, in the course of agri- 
cultural overations. The Mirister of Works 
has arranged for a small number of the 
more imvortant monuments to be so marked. 
When this limited programme is completed, 
he will consider what more should be done.’ 

At this Mr. Eric FLetrcuHer wanted the 
programme expedited. If the co-operation 
of the vublic was to be secured in vrotect- 
ing ancient monuments it was obviously 
desirable that they should be marked as such. 
Mr. NIcHOUs revlied that the Minister, 
who had a lot of symoathy with that point, 
had to take account of cost. It was about 
£10 for each monument and there were 
10,000 of them. 


THE ROADS PROGRAMME 


HN that a stepping-up of the roads 
programme was contemplated were 
given by the Minister of Transnort, Mr. 
HAROLD WATKINSON. and his Parliamentary 
Secretary. Mr. RicHarp NUGENT during 
question time on June 3. 

After Mr. Watkinson had reported the 
Whitsun casualty figures on the roads and 


commented on the generally heavier volume 
of holiday traffic, CAPTAIN PILKINGTON asked. 
— Does not the Minister realise that there 
would be general support and indeed a 
general demand for a yet more ambitious 
programme of road improvements, even on 
top of what the Government have already 
done, which is a great deal?’ 

Mr. WartkINsON.— No Minister of Trans- 
port would ever be satisfied with the size of 
the road programme, but I think the House 
recognises that we have made a very good 
start after losing many wasted years after 
the war, which we have to make up. I hope 
that we shall soon be in a position at least 
to have the facilities, machinery and plant 
ready for a still further expansion.” 


INDUSTRIAL DEVELOPMENT 
CERTIFICATES 


MORE comprehensive review of the 

Government's industria! development 
certificate policy than that which occurred 
in the debate on development areas before 
the Whitsun recess (reported in The Builder 
of May 22), was given by Mr. RICHARD 
Woop, Parliamentary Secretary to the 
Ministry of Labour, when Scottish MPs 
debated unemployment and industry north of 
the Border on June 3. 

Mr. Wood recalled that last July the 
President of the Board of Trade announced 
that he intended to examine all applications 
for new buildings and extensions in the 
more congested parts of the country even 
more critically than in the past. Since then 
IDCs had been granted in the London area 
only for expansions that could not be placed 
elsewhere, for new.premises for firms forced 
to leave their old premises (generally because 
they were planned out of their old premises), 
and for service industries and warehouses. 

From last July to the beginning of May, 
1959, 56 development certificates, referring 
to about 2 m. sq. ft. of factory space were 
refused in London and the South-East, 
and 31 certificates for about 1 m. sq. ft. were 
refused in other parts of the country. None 
was refused in Scotland. 

The practical policy for any Government 
seemed to lie somewhere between the two 
extremes—direction of industry to certain 
places and complete locational freedom. 
What they should all no doubt agree was 
that the policy of redistribution of industry 
should be pursued in times when industry 
was expanding just as vigorously as, if not 
more vigorously than, in times of economic 
slackness. 

It was when industry was expanding and 
more ready than at present to move into 
new areas that they must actively and 
energetically take the opportunity to secure 
greater density and diversity of industry in 
the remote areas which either had little or 
no industry at present or depended too much 
on one or two industrial concentrations. He 
hoped that in the months ahead as the 
economic expansion which they had looked 
for took place, the Government, Opposition, 
industry and people of Scotland would all 
seize the utmost advantage from it. 


During his sneech, Mr. Wood also said 
that since February this year there had been 
quite a substantial improvement in the 
building and civil engineering industries 
in Scotland. 
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OTHER BUSINESS 
Fire Resistance of Prestressed 
Concrete 


Mr. RoBertT JENKINS asked the Parlia- 
mentary Secretary to the Ministry of Works 
what research had been carried out on the 
susceptibility of prestressed concrete to 
damage by fire. 

Mr. NICHOLLS: ‘ The Joint Fire Research 
Organisation of the DSIR and the Fire 
Offices Committee has, in co-operation with 
the Building Research Station, carried out 
research on the resistance to fire of pre- 
stressed concrete beams and floors. As a 
result, early fears about the ability of this 
new form of construction to withstand fire 
have been shown to be unfounded.’ 

To the question, * Will the Government 
now ensure that the fire resistant properties 
of prestressed concrete are made more 
widely known?’, Mr. Nicholls replied: * Yes. 
The results of this work are to be published 
in a Code of Practice by the British Stan- 
dards Institution, but perhaps the best com- 
pliment which can be paid to its efficacy 
is the fact that it has been chosen for a 
large new laboratory for the Fire Research 
Station which is designed to carry out fire 
experiments.’ 


Residential Caravans 


Sir Lionet HEALD asked the Minister of 
Housing and Local Government on June 2 
whether he could yet make a statement of 
policy on residential caravans. 

Mr. BROOKE wrote in reply: ‘At my 
request Sir Arton Wilson is investigating 
the problems of residential caravans. I hope 
to receive his report in July. I will give the 
report immediate consideration, and frame 
my future policy for tackling these prob- 
lems in the light of it.’ 


FARM BUILDINGS 


Agricultural Research Council’s 
Report 


6 HE planning and layout of farm build- 

ings is not a subject which easily lends 
itself to research,’ states the report of the 
Agricultural Research Council for 1957-58, 
published on June 4. 

States the report— Each set of buildings 
and to some extent each individual building, 
calls for special treatment. All that the 
research worker can do is to provide the 
information from which standard types can 
be evolved ; often this will mean little more 
than selecting the best from existing types 
found in this country or overseas. Where 
no satisfactory existing type is found, 
variants or entirely new designs will have to 
be evolved. 

“While the Council is not responsible for 
development as opposed to research, it is clear 
that it will be impossible to test in full the 
conclusions reached by the research worker 
without controlled trials of buildings incor- 
porating new features, on commercial hold- 
ings, This aspect of the work will therefore 
have to be carefully considered by the Farm 
Buildings Research Committee.” 

The Council was not content merelv to 
await the results of these inquiries. Where- 
ever a suitable oprortunity occurred to start 
work which was clearly needed the Council 
was prepared within the limits of its 
resources to make the funds available.

Assessors’ Comments on Winning 


Design 


Over 1,400 architects and architectural 
students registered for the competition, and 
252 sent in designs. The assessors, as they 
say in their report, were looking for an idea 
‘which is, and will be, most central to the 
whole intention of extending the National 
Galleries, that is to say the creation of a 
new series of spaces for exhibiting the 
national collections, in which there would 
be—in the words of the programme—* good 
visual conditions and generally enjoyable cir- 
cumstances for the views ”; a place, in other 
words, with a sense of occasion, complemen- 
tary to the existing building, and not just a 
repetition of it. One design (No. 158) does 
precisely this. Its weaknesses, such as con- 
trol and security, the size and planning of 
the service lift, and the stacking of cars in 
the basement, could be strengthened without 
spoiling the main scheme. Its virtues are that 
visitors are led through a series of interest- 
ing and differently proportioned galleries, 
rising gradually, on the pattern of a squared 
spiral, from the street to the level where 
Gallerv VIII leads into Gallery XXV of the 


existing building, while carefully placed 
staircases allow the short-circuiting of this 
route. The arrangement. is _ therefore 
extremely effective as well as flexible.’ This 
design is estimated to cost £431,258 for 
28,054 sq. ft. of galleries display and offices, 
and 46,976 sq. ft. for workshops, storage, 
parking, etc,

LIGHTWEIGHT CONCRETE BLOCKS* 


Ke ent Moduiar Work at the Building Kesearch Station 
By T. L. Carhart-Harris, BArch, ARIBA 


This note will be of interest to the designer, the user and the manufacturer 


of lightweight concrete blocks. 


It states the reasons for introducing grooved 


blocks and describes briefty their design and development (making use of 
existing manujacturing sizes 16in.x¥in.X44in. or 3in.), the groove shape 


and tne adaptation of existing production. 


From oniy one manufacturing 


length of 1din., any 3in. or 44in. cut or their multiples can be made cleanly and 
accurately with two usable ofjcuts and thus walls can be built without waste 
to any liin. multiple of length and can accept any intercepting header of 
lyin. muitipies. The note goes on to describe present site practice in cutting 
concrete biocks and how the grooves allow easy and accurate cutting of the 
biock while eliminating three of the four usual operations required to cut a 


biock accurately. 


(ZROOVED lightweight concrete blocks 
have been developed at the Building 
Research Station as a result of two 
aspects of the current modular co- 
ordination studies: (1) Co-ordination 
calls for components permitting the 
smaller dimensional increments without 
unnecessary fitting and cutting to waste; 
(2) the general experience in these studies 
showed a high degree of wastage, of either 
material or labour at present accepted in 
the industry, in cutting and fitting the 
conventional 18in. x 9in. block for normal 
requirements. 

The object of the present study was to 
see if it would be practical to mark and 
groove blocks in a way that would allow 
easy and accurate cutting, to produce two 
or more useful sizes from each block 
without wastage of material or time and 
labour, and at the same time to meet the 
required degree of dimensional flexibility 
with one manufacturing size only. 

It has led to the development of a 
grooved lightweight concrete block which 
appears to meet the requirements. This 
block considerably reduces the time and 
difficulty in cutting; it cuts accurately giv- 
ing usable offcuts of co-ordinated sizes; it 
can work to the dimensional flexibility 
required and it eliminates three of the 
usual four operations required to cut a 
block.. The principle and method of 
grooving seem applicable to any solid 
lightweight concrete block and to certain 
hollow-core blocks. 

It is understood that the manufac- 
turers’ associations are actively interested 
and now, as is to be expected, await 
evidence that designers and contractors 
are too. At the time of writing, three 
authorities propose to use the blocks in 
the immediate future, and one manufac- 
turer has agreed to supply them. 


Designs of the Grooved Blocks 


The present block (Fig. 1) has been 
designed with grooves positioned sym- 
metrically at the half-point, the quarter- 
points, and 4-points to either side of the 
two quarter-points, to allow cuts of 3in., 
or 44in. or of their multiples, to be made 
from the common manufacturing size 
block of 18in x 9in. x 3in. or 4+in. 
nominal, i.e. the existing sizes. This

allows a block wall to be built to any 
multiple of 14in, It also means that the 
wall can accept any intercepting header or 
thickness of I4+in. multiples, i.e. other 
partitions of 3in. and 44in. as well as I 4in., 
6in., 741n., 9in., etc. 

The pairs of sizes that can be produced 
by cutting the block once are: 

3in. and 15in. 
44in. and 134in. 
6in. and 12in. 
9in. and Qin. 

Each half can be cut into either two 
44’s or three 3’s and any whole block can 
be cut into four 44’s or six 3’s as coursing 
blocks. 

Other special sizes could be cut if 
required, viz.: with two cuts 

4tin., 74in. and 6in. 
4tin., 104in. and 3in. 

Only two thicknesses, 3in. and 4+4in. 
nominal, are proposed at present as these 
meet the principal needs. 

Common experience has often shown 
the 2in. thick block to be unsatisfactory 
for ordinary room partitions. Its initial 
cost is low, but overall economy can be 
prejudiced by the high proportion of the 
blocks broken in transport, handling and 
in cutting. On grounds of stability, 
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Fig. |.—A standard block, actual size !7§in. 

Details of the groove’ are 
shown below. 4tin. or 3in. coursing blocks 
may be cut from a standard block without waste. 
I}in. flexibility may be achieved vertically using

accuracy and wastage, a 3in. block can 
give advantages that might make it as 
economical on overali costs when such 
factors are taken into account. In respect 
of sound insulation it is better. Partition 
blocks of less than 3in. thickness are 
assessed only on transverse strength 
(BS 2028: Type C non load-bearing 
partition blocks, thicknesses 2in. and 
24in.). Grooving reduces the transverse 
strength of these thinner blocks but 
apparently only by about 10-15 per cent 
with two in. grooves out of a 2in. thick- 
ness. This might have to be compensated 
by additional strength of concrete, 

The lessening of the transverse strength 
would appear to be almost negligible in 
the 3in,. and 44in. thick block. 

The inclusion of a 2in. thick block 
would also complicate the simplicity of 
the present pattern of grooving. This 
would require 2in. multiples to be cut in 
addition to the 3in. and 44in. cuts, and 
the blocklayer would have to work to 
an increment of fin. for accurate 
co-ordination. 

Shape of Grooves 

The most important factor for easy 
cutting was found to be the snape of tne 
groove. 

Several shapes were tried and the best 
is that shown (Fig. 1) where the groove 
is shaped to match the head of the 
bolster with which the cutting is done. 
The groove gives it a very desinite and 
firm location, and when struck the bolster 
is driven deeper into the V groove, acting 
as a wedge and further facilitating the 
cutting. 

Several types of lightweight aggregates 
have been used with equal success. It is 
thought that with large and denser aggre- 
gates the splitting acuon might not be as 
clean, but as the face edges are accurately 
moulded, and not cut, this should not be 
very significant. 


Adaptation of Existing Block- 
making Machinery 

Adaptation of most types of existing 
block-making machines is a simple matter. 
Either appropriately shaped liners or 
mould plates may be used to produce the 
shape and size of groove described, or 
fillets can be fitted to the sides of mould 
boxes by tapping and using grub screws. 
Where this has been done it has been 
found advantageous to increase the width 
of the groove to ;in. to facilitate tap- 
ping. Pallets and heads may also have to 
be notched on some machines. 

In the long term, and as other related 
components are sized correctly, the funda- 
mental requirement of modular co- 
ordination that no component, including 
its joint, should override the space allo- 
cated to it, should come into effect. This 
implies minus tolerances only, so that a 
nominal 18in. x 9in. block with a in. 
joint would be 17#in. x 8i{in. +? 

As regards thickness, the nominal 3in. 
and 44in. are the spaces within which the 
actual thickness must be accommodated. 
Thus the actual thicknesses of the blocks 
should be 3in. and 44in. minus the manu- 
facturing tolerance and any erection 
tolerance needed. At present the BS

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readily be accommodated, though prefer- 
ably the 3in. size should be 3in. + pin. 


Present Site Practice 

[wo methods of cutting lightweight 
concrete blocks are in common use. 

The first is a ‘hit or miss’ approach. 
Che block is struck by a hammer or other 
means to remove most of the material 
that is not required. The remaining piece 
is then roughly trimmed up to get as near 
aS is necessary to the desired cut size. 
Usually no attempt is made to utilise the 
offcut. Often the whole block will shatter 
and is a complete ‘ write-off, or it may 
crack or break along its weakest plane— 
often diagonally. With a poor-quality 
block such wastage may be very high; a 
high-quality block may be difficult to split 
at all in this fashion. 

The waste material contributes to dirt 
and danger on the job, especially in multi- 
storey building. Either it is cleared up 
and disposed of as hardcore, or it is 
ingeniously and uneconomically fitted 
into the wall, often giving inaccurate work 
with wide mortar joints. The results are 
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Fig. 2.—A partition constructed in Qin. lap 

preferred bond. 3in. or 44in. (or other pre- 

ferred thickness) partitions may be bonded in 

where coincidence lines are continuous. Quoins 
are similarly dealt with, 


costly either in labour, time and efficiency, 
or in wastage of material, usually in both. 

The second method, used by the 
methodical craftsman, is to cut the block 
with hammer and bolster. In order to 
do this with reasonable accuracy he 
has to: 

(a) Measure the space that the cut block 
has to fill, or offer up the block for 
measurement. 

(b) Measure and mark the block. 

(c) Chip or scribe the block on all four 
faces to give location for the bolster. 

(d) Cut the block with hammer and 
bolster, trimming up the block with a 
comb-hammer. (It is worth noting that 
except in special circumstances the crafts- 
man intends to use only the one off-cut 
from the cut block and deliberately over- 
sizes this slightly so that it can be trimmed 
down to give a reasonable face edge.) 


Use of the Grooved Block 


With grooved blocks the first three of 
these operations are eliminated: 

(a) The bricklayer can readily recognise 
the dimensions on the blocks, both with 
regard to the block itself and the space 
to be filled in the wall. 


(b) The grooves 
mark accurately the 
points of cutting. 

(c) The groove 
eliminates scribing 
and chipping and 
provides a_ readily 
effective location for 
the bolster. 

The cutting itself 
is facilitated by this 
location of the 
bolster in the groove, 
for it is otherwise 
inclined to jump 
diagonally if it 
strikes a hard piece 
of aggregate. The 
V-shaped bottom to 
the groove allows 
the bolster to drive 
deeper into the V and also develops the 
wedge action. The fact that the grooves 
are moulded into the block means that 
the face of the block is not cut and there 
is always a clean moulded corner to each 
off-cut. It also reduces the amount to be 
trimmed, since only large nodules of 
aggregate in the centre of the cut need 
trimming down. 

Much time and effort are thus saved 
in cutting; both off-cuts are usable; the 
moulded face edges of the off-cuts are 
clean and accurate; there need be no 
undue waste of material; and a cleaner, 
safer and more efficient site will result. 
It also appears that the grooved blocks 
are a considerable help to the bricklayer 
in setting out his work, 

It is not necessary here to go into the 
detailed use of off-cuts. In test walls at 
the Station it was found that the brick- 
layer could readily use the off-cuts to 
maintain his bond and take up the dimen- 
sional difference immediately adjacent to 
openings, corners and __ intercepting 
headers. The body of a wall, of course, 
is made up with the maximum number 
of whole blocks to a 9in. bond. 

As designed at present the block can 
work to any multiple of 14in. where neces- 
sary and can also accept the header of 
any other partition of 14in. thickness or 
multiples, i.e. 14in., 3in., 44in., 6in., 74in., 
9in., etc. It can be bonded to the usual 
9in. half-bond (Fig. 2) or if necessary to 
a 6in., 44in., or 3in. lap bond. 

Figs. 3 and 4 show examples of the 
grooved blocks, in this case of sintered 
fly-ash aggregate. In Fig. 4 the tools 
required for cutting are shown—bolster, 
hammer, and comb-hammer for trim-

ming; the whole block is in the back- 
ground with a 3in. thick block on the left 
and a 44in. thick block on the right, each 
cut into a half-block of 9in. and two 44in. 
offcuts; also shown are a 3in. x 3in. cours- 
ing block on the left, and a 44in. x 3in. 
coursing block on the right.

INNERS! What have they to do 
with building? It was not until the 
other day when I was being lavishly 
entertained at a builders’ dinner that I 
realised that the building trade could not 
get on without them, and history seems 
to show, in fact, that it never has. There 
were always the Guild dinners where 
craftsmen used to meet together, and still 
do—the carpenters, goldsmiths, painters, 
stainers, paviors and the rest. 
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To-day we also have the foremen, 
clerks of works, architects and quantity 
surveyors and many other institutes and 
societies belonging to the building world, 
all holding their individual functions at 
which they entertain their friends and 
invite a guest of honour, often a Cabinet 
Minister, to address them on their craft 
and perhaps give them the latest titbit of 
information which has been saved up for 
the occasion. 

What should we do without these din- 
ners which give us the opportunity of 
boosting up our self-esteem by putting on 
our white ties and tails and showing off 
the orders which have been bestowed on 
us and the campaign medals awarded for 
bravery or boredom? This is the time 
when we may see noble lords, bishops, 
distinguished soldiers, their breasts 
crowded with glory, cabinet ministers 
accompanied by permanent secretaries, 
presidents of societies wearing elaborate 
chains of office accompanied by their 
official secretaries, all arrayed at top table 
and directed and controlled by that 
immaculate personage, the toastmaster, 
most lordly of all and without whom the 
occasions would sink into insignificance. 

I often found myself wondering on 
these occasions which laundry the toast- 
masters patronise or which laundry pat- 
ronises them, but this is no doubt a well 
guarded secret known only to their 
society, for they too have a society and a 
dinner, which again finds one speculating 
on who toasts the toastmasters. 

From small beginnings, when a few 
skilled craftsmen met together in their 
own halls to exchange knowledge and 
partake of good cheer, these dinners have 
become the occasions we know to-day, 


with the different societies and institu- 
tions almost appearing to vie with each 
other in the size and extent of their hos- 
pitality so that you are never quite sure 
which function you are at until you 
receive the programme, for the same faces 
seem to appear at them all. 

There are, of course, those pleasant 
exceptions when you return to those city 
hails with their dignity and splendour and 
gracious refectories where the proceedings 
are conducted with simple ceremony. But 
these are only for the few. The masses 
must forgather in the mighty dining 
rooms of the sophisticated hotels and 
restaurants, where the food is marshalled 
onto the tables with military precision 
and cleared after each course (fortunately 
now reduced to three) at the blast of a 
whistle at which the clatter becomes a 
deafening din, drowning conversation 
until it finally subsides for the next mili- 
tary Operation, and the faint notes of the 
band can be heard meanwhile. The band 
always plays *by kind permission of * 
somebody or other, and kind indeed it 
is of any musician to perform at all to 
such a clattering and chattering accom- 
paniment. 


We have reached the peak. When are 
we going to demand some sense of 
decorum at these mass dinners? When 
are we going to call for acoustic ceilings, 
and when are we going to receive per- 
sonal service again instead of the can- 
teen service which is now provided, and 
when are we to have a variation from the 
soup-fish-chicken-ice menus? Only when 
we insist on it. Who is to be the imagina- 
tive restaurateur who will rise to the 
occasion? No one, so long as we accept 
what is given to us. 

But in spite of all this, these dinners 
do give us the onvortunity of seeing, if 
not conversing with, our colleagues, and 
thev offer a form of convivial good fel- 
lowship which we could not otherwise 
enjoy. Long may they continue.

Summer School

Housing Estimates, 1959-60 
HE Housing Committee’s estimates for 
1959-60, presented to the London 
County Council on June 2, show a capital 
expenditure of £16,350,000, of which 
£2,750,000 is for the acquisition of land. 

A sum of £12,500,000 has been included 
for the development of sites, and this figure 
covers the construction of roads and sewers, 
the provision of flats, maisonettes and 
houses, and ancillary work. A reduction of 
£2,285,500 compared with 1958-59 is 
accounted for partly by the smaller number 
of dwellings under construction and partly 
by the favourable tendering by contractors 
in recent months. The rest, £1,100,000, is 
for agency work under the Town Develop- 
ment Act, 1952, and allows for the partial 
development of areas at Haverhill (West 
Suffolk), Luton (Bedfordshire) and Thetford 
(Norfolk). This is the first time that a sub- 
Stantial provision has been made for this 
work and reflects the progress which is being 
made with the schemes. 

The maintenance estimates have been pre- 
pared on the assumption that the total num- 
ber of dwellings under the Housing Com- 
mittee’s management at the end of the finan- 
cial year 1959-60 will be about 204,460. 

The amounts to be voted which relate 
solely to expenditure under the control of 
the Housing Committee total £20,089,355, 
an increase of £1,193,220 over 1958-59. 

Annual expenditure per dwellings on main- 
tenance in 1958-59 is estimated at £25 and is 
expected to increase slightly in 1959-60. 


Slum Clearance Programme 
AT the Council meeting held on June 2 


LADY PEPLER asked the chairman of the 
Housing Committee, Mr. W. G. Fiske, what 
was the extent of the Council’s slum clear- 
ance programme for 1951-60 and for 1956 
60. Lady Pepler also asked what was the 
total number of dwellings vacated and demo- 
lished under these two programmes. 


In answer to the first question, Mr. FISKE 
stated that the numbers of unfit houses in 
the two five-year programmes were originally 
estimated to be 6,850 and 4,100. Although 
separate records for the two programmes 
were not kept, in both cases detailed inspec- 
tions of areas frequently revealed larger 
numbers of unfit houses than was at first 
estimated. As a result areas had been added 
to the programme from time to time. 

Mr. Fiske continued: ‘The figures 
reported to the Council each quarter reflect 
these increases and include priority and other 
areas commenced before 1951 together with 
houses in “added lands” in all post-war 
schemes. The total number of dwelling is 
therefore about 19,750 and the position at 
March 31, 1959, was 10,747 dwellings vacated 
of which 8,514 have been demolished.’ 


Mortgage on RIBA Building 


IN THE report of the RIBA AGM, given on 
page 891 of The Builder for May 15, an 
error was made in the reported statement by 
the Hon. Treasurer, Mr. E. D. Jerreriss 
MaTHEws, OBE, FRIBA, ARICS, about the 
mortgage loan for the completion and addi- 
tions. The report states ‘...the remaining 
£70,000 on a twenty-year mortgage with 
amortisation of increasing liability.’ It should 
have been ‘ decreasing liability.’

STANDARDS FOR SCHOOL PREMISES 


New MoE Regulations on Planning and Cost 


Revision of the standards for School Premises is made in Si 1959/890 (‘ the Standards 

for School Premises Regulations, 1959,’ HMSO, price 9d.) the provisions of which 

came into force on May 27. A summary of these provisions is contained in Circular 

3/59 (HMSO, price 4d.) some extracts from which now follow. In a second Circular, 

4/59 (HMSO, price 6d.) the consequential alterations in the current arrangements 

for costing new schools, instalments of new schools and extension projects are noted. 
We comment on the regulations in a leading article this week.—Editor. 


Cae No. 3/59 points out that 
the Minister stated, in paragraph 3 
of Circular 342, that the 1954 regulations 
were under review, but that, in the revised 
regulations to be published, standards of 
accommodation: and the limits of cost 
currently in force would not be signifi- 
cantly affected. Now that the revised 
regulations have been made, this will be 
found to be the case. Since the 1954 
regulations were made, however, more 
varied forms of organisation have been 
developed in schools, particularly in 
secondary schools, and the task of bring- 
ing old buildings up to present-day stan- 
dards has assumed greater prominence. 

The principal aim of the new regula- 
tions is to give the necessary flexibility 
in minimum requirements which these 
developments make desirable, while at the 
same time maintaining adequate educa- 
tional standards. The opportunity has 
also been taken of amending or clarifying 
certain regulations which experience has 
shown could be improved and of adding 
a limited number of new conditions which 
educational buildings should satisfy but 
which have not previously been men- 
tioned. 

The sizes of school are defined in the 
new regulations in terms of numbers of 
pupils rather than numbers of classes or 
form entries. This change, combined 
with the revision of minimum teaching 
areas, necessitates changes in the method 
of calculating limits of cost. The new 
costing arrangements are set out in 
Circular 4/59. Building Bulletin 2A is 
being revised to take account of the

changes in the requirements for secondary 
schools and to amend certain recommen- 
dations in the light of recent experience; 
it is hoped to publish the new edition of 
this Bulletin later in the year. Other 
points from the circular are:— 
Measurement of Areas.—In future, mini- 
mum areas of accommodation in both exist- 
ing and new schools, will be measured from 
the internal faces of external walls to the 
centre line of internal walls and partitions. 
Where necessary, the minimum areas pre- 
scribed in regulations have been adjusted to 
allow for the new method of measurement. 


Primary Schools 


Paved areas—The needs of infants and 
juniors for paved areas for outdoor activities 
have been carefully reviewed and it is in- 
tended, in due course, to give comprehensive 
guidance on the subject. Dimensions of 
paved’ areas are not prescribed by regula- 
tion, but authorities and architects are asked 
to bear in mind, when planning schools, that 
the minimum paved areas were obtained 
from rectangles of the dimensions shown 
below :—

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the number and sizes of individual teaching 
spaces. The first part sets out formule which 
enable minimum area to be adjusted more 
closely than hitherto to any particular num- 
ber of pupils for which a school is required 
to be designed. The areas for schools for 
70 and 100 pupils have been somewhat 
reduced, but those for very large schools are 
generally bigger mainly because these schools 
will sometimes need two halls. The require- 
ment that infants’ schools shall have a hall 
has been re-introduced for schools with 100 
or more pupils. The second part of the 
regulation is intended to ensure that school 
premises provide sufficient teaching spaces to 
allow pupils to be taught in reasonably 
narrow age groups. 

It will be noted that a school for a given 
number of pupils will have the same 
minimum teaching area irrespective of the 
number of classes in which it is organised; 
where there are more classes, there will be 
more though smaller teaching spaces, but 
rather less area wil] be needed in the hall 
or other large space for physical movement 
as the groups using it will be smaller. For 
example, a school for 120 pupils might be 
organised in either three or four classes and 
in each case the minimum teaching area will 
be 3,360 sq. ft. In the former case, each 
teaching space for 40 pupils will be a mini- 
mum of 540 sq. ft. in area and 1,740 sq. ft. 
will be available for a hall in which groups 
of 40 will take classes in physical education, 
music and drama, this type of school being 
more generously treated than previously. In 
the latter case, each teaching space for 30 
pupils will be a minimum of 500 sq. ft. in 
area and 1,360 sq. ft. will be available for 
a hall, which will be adequate for groups of 
30 as well as for the assembly of the whole 
school. 


Secondary Schools 

Hard areas.—In future, these may’be either 
hard paved or hard porous. Increases in 
areas beyond 600 pupils are more gradual 
than previously. 

Minimum teaching area.—Regulation 17 
recognises the greater need for teaching area 
in the fourth and fifth forms, as well as in 
the sixth form, owing to the smaller groups 
in which teaching normally takes place and 
the more specialised nature of the practical 
work. It will be noted that the areas per 
pupil specified in the table in Regulation 
17 are reduced as the number of pupils 
increases, In order that the results should 
be as equitable as possible over the whole 
range of sizes of school, the reductions have 
been more finely graded for very large 
schools (an allowance of 0.1 of a sq. ft. 
involves an adjustment of 180 sq. ft. for a 
school with 1,800 pupils). 

The following example shows how the 
regulations should be used to determine the 
minimum teaching area for a schoo] designed 
for an entry of 120 pupils a year at 11 plus 
with 120 pupils in the sixth form:—

and allowances of cost places will be made 
where some pupils are expected to leave 
before attaining the age of 16. 

Since the last regulations were devised it 
has become normal for a secondary technical 
school to develop a strong sixth form on 
lines not greatly different from a grammar 
school. Moreover, the increase in range 
and quality of the work in the subjects of 
general education has frequently led to a 
reduction in the use of workshops and other 
practical rooms. These and other develop- 
ments are reducing the differences which 
previously existed between the accommoda- 
tion needed by various types of secondary 
school. They were borne in mind in making 
the decision to increase the minimum allow- 
ances of teaching area for the senior age 
groups and in omitting the proviso in 
Regulation 17 of the 1954 Regulations 
regarding the teaching accommodation of 
schools providing technical, commercial or 
art education. In all normal cases, it should 
be possible to provide the range and amount 
of accommodation which a school needs 
within the framework of the new arrange- 
ments for calculating minimum teaching 
areas and cost limits. 

Accommodation for Meals.—Regulations 
14 and 27 have been revised so that the 
accommodation required for dining is more 
precisely stated. It is not intended to make 
a change in the policy that there should 
normally be dual use of accommodation for 
dining and for teaching or other purposes, 
but it is important that such accommodation 
should be designed with dual use in mind, 
and should not be required for purposes 
other than dining for.a reasonable period 
before and after mealtimes. Regulation 27 
includes a new requirement that dining shall 
not take place in a gymnasium or hall- 
gymnasium. Regulations 13 (1) and 26 (1) 
have been widened to include storage facili- 
ties for furniture, mainly with school meals 
furniture in mind. 


Limits of Cost 

The Standards for School Premises Regula- 
tions, 1959, prescribe revised minimum areas 
of teaching accommodation for most sizes 
of primary and secondary schools. These 
changes, states Circular No, 4/59, involve 
consequential alterations in the current 
arrangements for calculating the limits of 
net cost. This circular explaining the revised 
arrangements for costing new schools, instal- 
ments of new schools and extension projects; 
it is hoped, in due course, to deal similarly 
with projects involving the remodelling of 
old premises. 

There is ample evidence that at the present 
time schools which satisfy the requirements 
of the Building Regulations and which are 
of good quality of construction and finish 
can still be built within the current limits of 
net cost per place. Until further notice the 
limits of net cost per place will remain as 
follows :—

The opportunity is, however, being taken 
of adjusting, in the light of experience gained 
over recent years, the allowance of cost 
places so that the total resources available 
are divided more equitably over schools of 
various types and sizes.

Timber Development Association 


Experiments 


ARM-FLOOR HEATING is growing 

in popularity and is often installed as 
a service in new houses and flats, states the 
Timber Development Association. First cost 
may be a little high but users are attracted 
by the reported savings in running costs. 

The full benefits of low temperature heat 
diffusion are realised when the under-floor 
system is associated with wood block or 
wood strip flooring but it is vital that instal- 
lation should be carried out by those who 
thoroughly understand the job. 

In general, wood is a tolerant material 
and gives little bother in a ‘building if its 
moisture content or degree of dryness cor- 
responds with the relative humidity of its 
new environment. If the moisture content 
is in balance with the atmosphere, shrinkage 
or swelling will be slight. But requirements 
deemed adequate for joinery, furniture and 
unheated floors do not fully meet the more 
exacting conditions associated with under- 
floor heating. Study of wood’s behaviour 
must be carried a little further. 

Before he can start work, the flooring con- 
tractor will want information on a number 
of key points. First he must know what 
kind of heating system is planned and 
whether hot water or embedded electrical 
elements are the heat source. He must’ be 
told whether the floor is suspended or direct 
to earth and if direct to earth what sort of 
damp proof course has been provided below 
the screed. He must also be given details 
of the temperatures involved—the estimated 
maximum temperature at screed level and 
the temperature at the level of the finished 
wood: floor. 

Finally, the contractor will want to know 
the depth of screed over the heating 
elements and the dates when the concrete 
and screed were completed, so that he can 
assess the dryness of the base on which the 
wood block or strip is to be laid. 

Information of this kind will help the 
contractor to provide a ‘wood floor suffi- 
ciently stable to withstand the somewhat 
unusual conditions created by direct contact 
with the heat sourcé. Once the site condi- 
tions are known, he will be able to advise 
the home owner about the choice of 
timbers. Not all woods, even well-tried 
favourites used in conventional hardwood 
flooring, are suitable for panel heated 
floors. 

Experience has shown, for instance, that 
beech, maple, birch, jarrah, karri, ekki, 
gurgun, keruing and ekhimi—all good floor- 
ing timbers in the appropriate conditions— 
are best excluded from heated floor appli- 
cations. 

Other timbers, by virtue of their relative 
freedom from movement in response to 
changes in atmospheric humidity and tem- 
perature, give an exceptionally fine perform- 
ance. These include teak (Tectona grandis), 

-missanda, iroko, muhuhu, muninga, panga 
panga, Rhodesian ‘teak’ and African 
mahogany. Other timbers which have given 
satisfactory service, though experience’ of 
them in pane] heated floors is limited, in- 
clude agba, opepe, guarea, white seraya, 


banga wanga, idigbo, afzelia, afrormosia, 
niangon and sapele. 

Bonding preparations for panel heated 
wood floors require careful selection and the 
Timber Development Association recently 
carried out a series of laboratory experi- 
ments to find out which adhesives offer the 
greatest restraint to movement in the special 
conditions of local heating. The. general 
conclusion reached is that some of the 
materials normally used for sticking down 
floors—bitumen mastic for example—are 
unsuitable for bonding wood floors to 
heated screed. 

The importance of site organisation can- 
not be too strongly emphasised. Wood 
should be given fair play at the outset. 
Screed should be laid three to four weeks 
before the heating is switched on and, once 
installed, the heating system should be run 
for short periods daily until maximum 
operating temperature is reached. Maximum 
temperature should be held for a week 
before the wood flooring is laid. 


HELIPORT AT BATTERSEA 


Minister Rejects Proposal 


Mr. HENRY BROOKE, Minister of Housing 
and Local Government, has rejected a pro- 
posal’ to build a permanent Thames-side 
heliport at Brunswick Wharf, Nine Elms 
Lane, Battersea: A public inquiry was held 
on February 25 into an appeal made on be- 
half of Rotorports Limited against the 
failure of the LCC to give a decision, within 
the required time, on their application for 
permission to build the heliport. 

A letter announcing the Minister’s decision 
says ‘In his report to the Minister the 
inspector said that he was ‘satisfied that the 
site was unsuitable for the establishment of 
a heliport, even temporarily, because the 
noise of helicopters arriving and departing 
would “be detrimental to the amenities of 
people living: in the densely populated area 
on the north bank of the Thames opposite 
the site. He recommended that the appeal 
be dismissed. The Minister is satisfied that 
the value of a second heliport at the present 
time would, net be such as to justify the 
disturbance referred to by the inspector.

PROCEDURE 


Notts to Negotiate Tenders 
on ‘Master Bill’ Basis 


OTTINGHAMSHIRE COUNTY 
COUNCIL is ts carry out a pro- 
gramme of building work estimated at 
£2,000,000 in 1959-61 financial period on a 
negotiated tender basis with two contractors. 
The County Architect, Mr. W. D. > 
ARIBA, MTPI, informs us that the County 
Council decided recently to invite competi- 
tive tenders for projects in the CLASP 
system of construction to be started during 
the financial years 1959-60 and 1960-61. The 
overall value of work involved in this pro- 
gramme is approximately £1,000,000 _ per 
annum and, although the major portion of 
the programme involves the erection of 
schools, other County. buildings (Libraries, 
Home for the Aged, Fire. Station) are 
included. 

Invitations were forwarded to sixteen con- 
tractors who were asked to'submit in com- 
petition a tender for a typical new school 
based on a bill of quantities where the speci- 
fication and descriptions were correct, but 
the quantities .were approximate only. The 
prices in the ‘ Master Bill ’-would then form 
the basis. for negotiating tenders for’ the 
various projects in the programme. 

Qn the results of the tenders received, the 
County Council has given authority to. the 
County Architect, subject to the approval of 
the various committees concerned, to allo- 
cate projects and negotiate tenders with 
Messts. J. Seafson Ltd., of Sutton-in-Ash- 
field, and Messrs. G. A. Pillatt & Son Ltd., 
of .Nottingham, the. lowest and next lowest 
tenderers .respectively, on the basis of the 
rates contained in the lowest tender. 





NEWS IN BRIEF 
Credit for Builders 


UILDERS and contractors increased 

their borrowing from the banks in the 
six months August, 1958-February, 1959, 
following the relaxation of the credit squeeze, 
by £138m., or 23 per cent, according to 
Bulletin for Industry, issued by the Informa- 
tion Division of the Treasury. Personal and 
professional borrowers, retail traders and HP 
finance companies took more than half of the 
increase, Food, drink and tobacco industries 
increased their borrowings by 20 per cent and 
other industries by 11 per cent. 


Unemployment During May 

The total number of unemployed persons 
engaged in building and contracting at May 
11 was 56,794, a decrease of 7,147 compared 
with April 13, states the Ministry of Labour 
and National Service. 


Woodworkers’ Wages 


The Amalgamated Society of Wood- 
workers instructed their executive at their 
conference at Aberdeen on June 2 to do all 
in their power to secure a substantial wage 
increase. An attempt to add a political rider 
to the resolution was condemned as seeking 
to misinform the public about labour wages 
policy. 


Accident Prevention Report 


The annual report by the accident preven- 
tion advisory committee of the Cement 
Makers’ Federation for the year 1958 has 
been issued. The total number of accidents, 
states the report, for 1958 is down to 254, 
as against 332 in 1957, a reduction of over 
23 per cent. Copies from the Federation at 
Terminal-house, 52 Grosvenor-gardens, SW1. 


Packaging Exhibition 


The Council of Industrial Design, in asso- 
ciation with the Society of Industrial Artists, 
is arranging an exhibition of British packag- 
ing to be held at the Design Centre. All 
types of package in current use, which have 
a design application, are eligible for con- 
sideration, and manufacturers, designers and 
advertising agents are invited to submit packs 
to the Council of Industrial Design, The 
Design Centre, 28 Haymarket, SW1, marked

should be sent in each case. The closing 
date for submissions is July 31 next. 


Unfit Houses in Northern Ireland 


Of a total of 376,324 houses in Northern 
Ireland, 53,722 are non-repairable. These 
figures are given in a Command Paper which 
summarises a housing survey carried out by 
local authorities in Northern Ireland and the 
proposals of local authorities for dealing 
with unfit houses. The Command Paper goes 
on to say that in order to set in perspective 
the size of the task of rebuilding it may be 
pointed out that the round figure of new 
dwellings required to replace the totally unfit 
and unrepairable houses (50,000) is about 
the same as the total of new houses built 
by local authorities and the Housing Trust 
since the war. 


House Purchase and Housing Act 


A comprehensive booklet, entitled ‘Is 
There a Bathroom in the House?’ has been 
produced by one of the leading bath manu- 


facturers in the country as an aid to under- 
standing the new legislation on housing.

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INCREASING MANAGERIAL 
EFFICIENCY 


Contractors Helped by Industrial 
Psychology 


GROUP of firms engaged in industrial 

development and contracting have in- 
creased their managerial efficiency in recent 
months with the help of the National Insti- 
tute of Industrial Psychology. Faced with 
organisational problems, the C.A.S. Group 
asked the Institute to conduct an ‘ attitude 
survey” among their managerial and office 
staff last summer. This is an inquiry in 
which skilled investigators invite managers 
and employees to say what they think is 
good and bad in their firm and how what 
is wrong could be put right. The comments 
are analysed and the Institute makes recom- 
mendations for appropriate changes. 

The principal firms in this Group are an 
industrial development company and a con- 
tractor company. Although there was a 
great spirit of loyalty to the Group the 
investigator found that the staff of the con- 
tractor company were under the impression 
that theirs was the ‘ Cinderella’ of the enter- 
prise; this feeling of insecurity and lower 
status had been among the causes leading to 
a higher turnover of staff than was desirable, 
especially at senior executive level. 

In the industrial development company 
the chairman of the Group took a very 
active part in administration and worked at 
very high pressure; there was some degree 
of anxiety lest he should overwork himself 
and there were suggestions that authority 
was not sufficiently delegated. The top 
management were fully aware of the desir- 
ability of delegation but were uncertain 
about timing and extent. 

The investigator also discovered that the 
clerical system, which had been designed 
for complex and expensive jobs, was un- 
necessarily elaborate for the smaller ones. 
There was also some discontent that a profit- 
sharing scheme had been allowed to fall into 
disuse and it was suggested that the efficiency 
of the contractor company would be im- 
proved by the acquisition of a bigger and 
better builder’s yard. 

It was shown that delegation could be 
safely undertaken on a wide scale, and as a 
consequence authority is now more 
delegated and separate boards for each com- 
pany have been formed; a firm of con- 
sultants has been brought in to improve 
the accounting methods. 

Clerical procedure has been simplified and 
the contractor company is now the object 
of much closer attention and interest on the 
part of the Group’s top management, and 
has got a builder's yard. The profit-sharing 
scheme, which had never been really appro- 
priate for the firm’s business, has been 
finally abandoned. It had proved in practice 
singularly difficult to operate in the building 
and civil engineering industry, where labour 
turnover is unavoidably high. The NIIP 
recommended that it should be superseded 
by a bonus system and this recommendation 
is being followed. 

The management, states the Institute, are 
delighted with the increase in efficiency and 
many of the Group’s problems are fading 
away.

From Our Own Correspondents 


MAURITIUS.—Alfred McAlpine and Son 
(Pty.), Ltd., have been awarded a contract 
for the construction of trunk sewers in the 
Plaines Wilhems District of Mauritius. The 
cost of the project is expected to be in the 
region of £1m. 

PORTUGAL.—A contract has recently 
been signed in Lisbon by Metropolitan 
Vickers Electrical Export Co. Ltd., and Bab- 
cock and Wilcox, Ltd., to build a power 
station near the city at a cost of about £4m. 
The civil engineers engaged on this project 
are C. H. Allott and Son (Manchester) Ltd., 
and the building work will be carried out by 
Siderugia Nacional SARL of Lisbon. 

SOUTH AFRICA.—Rush & Tompkins 
(S.A.) (Pty.) Ltd. have been awarded the con- 
tract for constructing 34 miles of trunk roads 
from Vryburg to Pudimoe, South Africa. 
The site is approximately 700 miles from 
Durban in the part of Bechuanaland handed 
over to South Africa. The contract value 
is considerably in excess of £400,000, and 
involves approximately 350,000 cubic yards 
of excavation and 400,000 square yards of 
bituminous surfacing. 

SOUTH AFRICA.—The erection of a new 
building in Cape Town, consisting of 18 
storeys and costing £1,250,000, was an- 
nounced by Mr. John Schlesinger, the chair- 
man of the African Life Assurance Society, 
recently. y A new 7-storey building, 
which the South African Railways will erect 
at a cost of £762,000, is to be built 
in Pretoria. 


Barceiona Fair 


The British Government pavilion at the 
Barcelona Fair has been awarded the prize 
given annually by the magazine REVISTA 
for the best stand. This is only the third 
time in the fair’s history that an official 
pavilion from Britain has been exhibited. 
The pavilion, designed by a member of the 
exhibition department of the Central Office 
of Information, is of modern design and 
constructed in steel and glass. The exhibits 
i!lustrate the part played by Britain in the 
realm of technology and its current develop- 
ment. 


BRICK SUPPLIES 


National President on 
‘ Serious Shortage’ 


Mr. T. V. Prosser, National president, 
speaking at the half-yearly general meeting 
of the Yorkshire Federation of Building 
Trades Employers, at Scarborough, on June 
5, said: ‘The building industry is suffering 
from a serious shortage of bricks.” 

He continued: ‘In many parts of the 
country, particularly in the Midlands and 
London, work on several sites has been 
virtually brought to a standstill. The 
Federation is in consultation on the subject 
with the Ministry of Works and the brick 
manufacturers and we are told that the posi- 
tion may well get worse before there is an 
improvement in supplies. This is a big 
disappointment to contractors and their 
operatives for the shortage comes when we 
are in the midst of good building weather.

This was 
699 fewer than in the same month last year. 
Completions this year now total 9,666 com- 
pared with 11,573 by April last year, accord- 
ing to the monthly return of the Department 
of Health for Scotland and the Ministry of 
Housing and Local Government published 
on May 29 by HMSO, price 3d. 
Of the 363,416 houses built in Scotland 
since the war 332,539 were built by public 
authorities and 30,877 by private builders. 


£20,000,000 Redevelopment Plan 


GLASGOW PLANNING COMMITTEE approved, 
on June 2, plans for the redevelopment of 
Anderston at a cost of £20,000,000. 

The area is centred on Anderston Cross 
and covers a total of 114 acres. This is the 
largest site so far proposed for redevelop- 
ment in Glasgow. 


No Competitive Tendering
